Tie Circumstances Are Too Re- 


voltii For Description 


Fiye Men, Mniint A Cabman, Are 


Hil In Custody, 


THE GREAT STRIKE. 


Mitchell Is Hopeful. 


NiiwYoiiK, Oct. 23.—Today's 'devel- 


opments show that the circumstances 
surrounding the murder of Mies Jen- 
nie Bosscheiter of Paterson, N. ,T, 
make it one of the most remarkable and 
revolting crimes on record. Five men, 
charged with implication, are in cus- 
tody, including the cabman who drove 
them and their victim that night to the 
lonely spot where the crime was com- 
mitted. According to partial confes' 
sions said to have been made by one or 
more of the men and the cabman, the 
girl was first given some drinks, one of 
which contained a drug. Then the men 
took her to the place near where her 
body was discovered. What occurred 
there is too horrible to describe. 
Af- 


terward, the girl was taken to several 
doctors, one of whom, Dr. Townsend 
of Paterson, said that life was extinct. 
Terribly frightened, the men then, ac- 
cording to what the cabman pays, got 
him to drive them all back to the spot 
wbere the horrible events had taken 
place. There they left th« body, and 
th«-re it was found the next morning by 
a milkman. The four who have been 
arrested as alleged principals in the 
crime are Walter 0. McAllister, of the 
arm of James McAllister and Co , silk 
manufacturers; Grorge Kerr; Andrew 
Uampbell, also employed by a bilk firm, 
and Wjllipm A Bench, who was mar- 
ried only five weeks ago. They were 
all held without bail for a preliminary 
hearing. Judge Kerr, a brother of one 
of the accused men, is married to a 
sister of Mayor Hinchcliff, the million* 
aire brewer of Paterson, and is also a 
relative of John Patereon, nominee for 
congress in the Paterson district.

chell, in bij> speech here this afternoon, 
said h*> believed that in * few days all 
the operatives will have posted notices 
guaranteeing the continuance of a ten 
per cent advance until April first and 
that by Monday next, at the latest, all 
the men will have returned to work, 
having won everything for which they 
s'rncfc.

SCRANTON, PKNN , O«t. 23— The Dela- 


ware, Lackawaui and Western, the 
Delaware and Hudson, Hillside Coal 
and Iron Co., and the Wilkesbarre 
Coal companies, through their general 
superintendents, tins afternoon agreed 
to issue an additional notice guaran- 
teeing the ten per cent advance. 
It is 


believed that it will be posted at once 
and will go far toward settling the 
strike speedily. 


The Powder Grievance. 


SOKANTON, Oot. 23.—At a meeting of 


the superintendents of most of the 
L°high and Wyoming valley coal comp- 
anies here today, it was agreed to sell 
the miners powder for $1 50 per keg, 
the balance (two and a half per cent.) 
to be added to the price of the powder 
by car or ton. A notice to thia effect 
was posted. 


AN ABSCONDING TELLER. 


NEW YOKE, Oat. 23.—Teller Alvord 


of the First National bank of this city 
is missing and is charged with the 
defalcation of more than 
$700,000. 


Alvord was capable and experienced, 
and the discovery of his wrong-doing 
was a complete surprise to everybody. 
The money loss will hardly disturb the 
bank, which is one of the strongest in 
New York. The teller is fifty years old 
and has a wife and three children. 
His 


home is at Mount Ycrnon and there he 
was as much respected as he was on 
the street. His habits were good. It 
is thought that he used the money in 
speculation and that some of it can be 
recovered. Alvord disappeared a week 
or ten days ago. Nobody is auspected 
of having been implicated with him. 
At the local ofiice of the detective 
agency which usually attends to bank 
cases of this sort, it was said today that 
tho case had net been reported to them.

stronger breeze coming the other way 
and will be overthrown by it. Then the 
two join and tear back over the path of 
the first one. 


When this happens on a strong, windy 


•Jay, as it sometimes docs in summer, the 
damage to shipping is terrific. 


Two ysars ago. it was blowing a fresh 


".wumer gale on the Maine coast. Sud- 
denly n brig, which was i-unning free, 
with the wind right behind her, came up- 
on n wall of white water ahead, and tin- 
crow saw that a sudden shift of wind had 
brought the gale right on top of them. 
The new wind, sweeping the other back, 
struck the ship full in the face, so "to 
fspoak, and as she was lightly laden — "in 
ballast," as it is called — she. was turned 
head over heels and made a back somer- 
sault. Then the masts gave way, and the 
brig fill'-d and .sank. Four of the crew 
were rescued by a steamer which, though 
f.ho had been traveling at 11 miles an 
iiotir, was stopped almost dead by the 
change of wind. The gale had been blow- 
ing from the southwest when it ran into 
!l;p other gale coming from the northeast. 
That freak of wind dismasted 12 ships 
and sank five, besides one or two pleas- 
ure boats full of excursionists. 


A rare and strange occurrence is the 


"ground wind" that blows hard along the 
surface, but fails altogether a little way 
up. Recently a. large public sailing craft 
on, the Pacific coast was tearing along 
with as much wind as she could stand, 
while a sailor 30 feet up the mast showed 
there was not enough wind there to blow 
out a little flag he was holding, though 
(he wondering passengers on deck had 
hard work to keep their hats on. One or 
two of them, refusing to believe Jn the 
"freak," were 'illowed to climb up and 
see for themselves, and they, too, found 
there was hardly a breath of wind n few 
yards up the most. It only happens in 
the height of summer, when winds are 
much more changeable and shifty than nt 
any other time. 


You have heard perhaps of nn "Irish- 


man's hurricane," straight up and down 
the mast. This is slang for a dead calm: 
but there really are such things — especial- 
ly in hot weather and a cloudy sky — as 
strongsqualls blowing straight down from 
the heavens strike the sen or earth like 
a. falling board. This happened on the At- 
lantic not very long ago, a squall sud- 
denly descending from a cloud— clouds al- 
ways bring puffs of wind with them— 
and struck the sea like n. smack from an 
fin open hand. 
It astonished everybody 


considerably, for this is n "freak" genei 
ally confined to the tropics and very 
rare. 
Hut the downward squall was un- 


mistakable, for it forced two very deep 
loaded boats bodily under water and 
nearly capsized a good many more. The 
same thing occurred near Llandudno, 
where several bathing tents were flat- 
tened out on the sand. — Cincinnati En- 
quirer.

OK DRY BOOKS. 


Bear Admiral Uichborc, in his annnal 


report to the secretary of the navy, calk 
atttention a«am to the anMtiafaotory 
situation in which we stand with respect 
to dry docks, and point* oat that at the 
present time there are bat nine docks 
available on the Atlantic coast and that 
but one of these is capable of taking 
the battleships at present in service. 
He calls attention to the fact that Eng 
land has fifty-two government dry 
docks and docking looks distributed 
among eight ports, and that France has 
thirty-two in five ports, and that in 
both countries the number of commer- 
cial dry docks available is materially in 
excess of those available in the United 
States. The chief constructor has] year 
,fter year called attention to tho serious 
disparity in the increase in docking 
facilities with increase in the fleet, and 
it is largely due to his efforts that docks 
constructed in recent years and now in 
course of construction have been au- 
thorized. 
The completion of these 


docks will improve considerably the 
conditions in this important respect, 
bnt we remember all too vividly the 
delays and losses which have attended 
the construction of unr more recent 
docks to base much hope upon the 
early alleviation of the conditions by 
the completion of the docks in hand. It 
is this aspect of the situation which 
makes it the more necessary that the 
chief 
constructor's appeal that we 


should provide 
docking and repair 


facilities based upon war time require- 
ments should not fall upon deaf ears. The 
present contemplated increase in dock- 
ing facilities can scarcely be said to be 
commensurate with the increased peace- 
time demands brought about by the 
growing fleet and certainly does not an- 
ticipate such increases as may reason 
ably be expected within the periods 
required for such improvements, jndgec 
in the light of experience. What, then 
might be our experience were unfor 
•seen events to force war upon ns? 


The days when vessels might cruis 


for months or years away from thei 
base or station have passed. The mod 
oru steel vessel requires frequent dock 
mg to insure an approximation to he 
maxium speed qualities, and this de- 
mand alone could not be met by ou 
docks in time of war. It ie nil ^import 
*nt that the naval establishment shonlc 
tjrow symmetrical in order that th 
nation may get the utmost value from 
it. We commend Admiral Hichborn 
.ible presentation of this importan 
(eatare and trust that his reiteratec 
warnings may serve to awaken the r 
spousiblo bends to a realizing sense o 
the possible serious consequences of a 
policy of procrastination.

an Elepbant'B and R«<ralrea 


Some Kemnrlinl>lc Tools. 


Iluman dentistry is a difficult enough 


science to practice, but to attend to the 
teeth troubles of animals is still more so. 


When the animal to be treated is an 


elephant, the problem becomes a big one 
in more senses than one. This was illus- 
trated in the City of Mexico, where a 
mammoth sufferer called Columbus was 
successfully relieved of a raging tooth. 


It is necessary to state that the trou- 


blesome tooth was 12 inches long, the 
diameter at the root being no fewer than 
four inches. After the swollen gum had 
been thoroughly soaked with cocaine a 
three-quarter inch auger was used to 
make a hole through the offending tooth. 
To bore through solid ivory is by no 
means an easy task, and tho veterinary 
surgeons had to handle the instrument in 
turns. 


Even then the work had to be sus- 


pended every now and again, owing to 
the animal getting wrought up. On these 
occasions further doses of cocaine were 
injected, and alter a couple of hours' 
hard work a hole had been successfully 
drilled through the tooth. A brief rest 
was then taken before the most impor- 
tant part of the work began. This con- 
sisted in running an iron rod through the 
hole, the ends of which protruded about 
four inches on cither side. 


A rope nn inch in diameter which bad 


boon soaked in far was then tiod to each 
ond of the bar and twisted about the 
tooth in such a fashion that it would not 
hlip. 


The proparntions were completed by 


running part of the rope through a pul- 
ley, 
parrying it out and attaching it to 


tho traces of four strong horses. 


The dramatic moment came when tha 


woid was given to the driver to whip up 
bis horses. 


Crack, crack! went the teamster's 


whip, and with a long, lonn pull nnd a 
strong, strong pull, accompanied by 
plenteous bellowing, out came the trou- 
blesome toolh.—Washington Star.

Of all the natural'phenomena pecul- 


iar to the Rocky 'mountain region," says 
Will Spnrks in Alnsle0's,' "none Is more 
strange or terrible than the mysterious 
storm known to the Indians as 'the white 
death.' Scientific men have never yet had 
an opportunity ol investigating it. be- 
cause it comes at the most unexpected 
times and may keep away fromi a cer- 
tain locality for years.
